THE USE OF RADIUM.

The United States is asserted by good 


authority to have the most valuable ter- 
ritory in the world for the production of 
radium. But very little has been pro- 
duced so far. The start at the produc- 
tion was made in Europe from uranium 
miuef, which, if not actually exhausted, 
are very si-riously (intrenched upon. The. 
need lor the mineral is greater than it 
over was and constantly growing. It has 
demonstrated its efficiency as a c.ure for 
surface cancer, and its limited quantity 
available and high cost arc regarded as 
the, chief obstacles in ihe way of sci- 
ence realizing itB highest usefulness. 


In order that its great value ns a 


curative agent may be best realized it is 
hold by students of the question that the 
minerals from which 
it 
is produced 


should be couservcd by the government 
with prevention from being absorbed by 
speculators, nnd also that the govern- 
ment control and hold 
a 
supply of 


radium to be distributed by means of 
public dispensaries. 
The 
recommenda- 


tion of Ur. Howard C. Kelly and Alfred I. 
Dupont that the United States take that 
course is only 
urging 
what 
leading 


European governments have already done. 
Germany and France • have bought largo 
quantities to be devoted to the public 
use. 
England secured the same result by 


private contributions. 


If the deposits from which radium is 


obtained are as large in this country as 
reported, there is no need for the gov- 
ernment to seek a. monopoly of it. 
But 


it is certainly desirable and proper for 
some means to be taken for maintaining 
a supply available for all people needing 
it and furnishing the means for scientific 
development of all its uses.

ETIQUET OF INTRODUCTIONS. 


Puzzling Questions Often Arise of When 


and How to Introduce. 


The question nf introductions is 


which, seem to puzzle a great many per- 
sons, and (|uile. rightly so, as there is a 
great diversity of opinion on this subject 
Whether or not to introduce in public 
when two strangers arc brought together 
by a mutual acquaintance is a much 
mooted point, some holding to the idea 
that politeness demands an introduetioi 
under such circumstances, others con- 
tending that casual acquaintances of this 
sort is often undesircd by thu parties 1 
unknown to each other. There is a pood 
deal to be said in favor of both these 
viewpoints, but the popular way of doing 
things is to let circumstances and c/mi- 
mon sense decide whether or not the in- 
troduction shall be made. 


For instance, should two women meet 


in the street, at the church door or in a 
simp or theater lobby, and one of them 
be accompanied by a, friend who is a 
stranger to the other, an introduction ;s 
not considered timely or necessary if 
only a halt and an exchange; of civilities 
are made. But in case.,?';;rblonged con- 
versation takes place, tlicu of course the 
two strangers should be introduced to 
each other, as otherwise embarrassment 
might be felt by'both the women. Such 
an introduction is. of course, made only 
as1 a matter of convenience and does not 
merit recognition when next the two 
strangers meet. 


When a man is out iu public and is ac- 


companied by a woman, he seldom'in- 
troduces her to any acquaintance they 
may meet for a moment or so. The rea; 


son for this is that it- is not considered 
good form to introduce a man to a wom- 
an friend without first asking her per- 
mission, as she may have some reason 
for not wishing to make the acquaint- 
ance. If her masculine escort wishes to 
ask a friend whom he encounters to join 
their party he should first ask permission 
to do so from tlie woman who is in his 
care.

own 


home, some hostesses take the point of 
view held by many English women that 
the fasct of being guests under the same 
roof constitutes an introduction to those 
wbo are strangers to each other. This 
way of doing things is-not takenkindh 
to, however, by the majority of Ameri- 
can men and women and "the hostess 
who has invited them. 


A hostess should always rise to accept 


an introduction to either man or woman 
A- woman while a guest at a dinner 
dance, or an afternoon tea docs not rise 
when a man is presented to her; nor 
when she is one of a group to which a 
woman is introduced, unless the woman 
is much older than herself or a person ol 
distinction. In all other circumstances a 
woman rises to receive an introduction to 
one of her own sex. 


A man always rises when introduce 


to a man or woman. Also n man is al 
ways introduced to a woman and a 
younger woman to an older member o: 
her own sex.

Monday, Jan. 5, 1014, concludes its-four- 
year term and retires from office, it will 
have tsablishcd a record for the magni- 
tude and importance o£ the permanent 
municipal improvements it has •wrought. 
In addition to what has been accom- 
plished by public expenditure, there Is a 
vast outlay of 'money by railway eot- 
Jjorations 
for 
physical 
betterments 


brought about by the administration of 
Mayor Jesse Ciricc. 


It is not the purpose of this article to 


dazzle with figures and no aggregates or 
details of expenditure will be attempted, 
but in a word it can bu slated that the 
cost of what has been done in the public 
behalf under municipal auspices in Fort 
Wayne during the last four years has 
been millions. 


When the Grico administration began 


•with the year 1010 there was not a foot 
of track elevated. Every intersection of 
bighway and railroad was.a dangerous 
grade, crossing. Today the Pennsylvania 
and Wabash railway tracks arc elevated 
and every grade crussing abolished from 
Calhoun street to the city limits. On tlie 
Pennsylvania lines . .x 
subways have 


been established; live of them are com- 
pleted and one other is provided for. 
Harrison street is opened through, but 
not completed, and Garden street bus not 
been started. Calhoun. Fairlield. Broad- 
way, Union and College streets arc fin- 


.shcd .projects, the iirst three being the i 
Busiest north and south arteries in the 
eity. 
On tlie Wabash lines 
Calhoun,' 


.[arrison, Kairfickl, Taylor, • Broadway 
ind Thompson are opened through. Cal- 
lioun. Fairficid and Broadway are com- 
pleted and the others will be next year, 


rade separation on these two'railroads 


from Fort Wayne's meridian street to 
the western rim of tlie city is an accom- 
plished fact; whereas, when the Grice 
idminUtrution went into power public 
scepticism was strong that any one 
would live to1 see grade crossings abol- 
ished even at Calhoun street, over which 
there had been negotiations for several 
years. Mayor Hoscy had retired from 
office after having made with the Penn- 
sylvania and Wabash railroads an agree- 
ment for the separation of grades at Cal- 
hoiui street. In the following June, under 
this agreement, the actual physical work 
of track elevation was begun by Mayor 
llrice. 


This work was n. new experience for 


the city and its officials. It dragged at 
first. Some things that had been done 
had to be undone- Some agreements en- 
tered into were 
found 
desirable 
to 


modify. 
Jlistakcs were made and the 


city had to pay something to find out 
what, only experience could teach. 
The 


work at 
length was 
completed 
and 


after a lively controversy the adminis- 
tration got an agreement with the two 


railroads1 that covered tlie entire track 
elevation scheme west of Calhouu street 
as it affected these two great trunk 
lines. The tracks went up and the city 
thoroughfares went beneath them. One 
after another Fairlield avenue, Broadway, 
Union and College streets under 
the 


Pennsylvania and Fairiicld and Broad- 
way under tlie Wabash were completed. 


Altogether the undertakings have been I 


prodigious. The magnitude of tlie work! 
imposed on the city by these splendid im- j 
proveuients is not easily appreciated. A 1 
visit to any of the completed subways 
and to Harrison street, which just now 
is at an interesting stage, will disclose 
bow much tiie city has had to do in ex- 
cavation, the construction of approaches, 
the building of retaining walls, the pav- 
ing of streets, the building of sidewalks 
and making the, public work a thing of 
utility and appeanmce. 
At Broadway, 


upon both the Pennsylvania and Wabash 
iTi's&ings. tho city work was vast. This 
is especially true of the Broadway and 
\Vabash grade separation. All the' work 
there is massive, and costly, but it wipes 
out one of the worst of the grade cross- 
ings in Fort Wayne. 


Harrison street is the largest single 


piece of work in (he grade separation 
scheme. It passes under all the \Vabash 
and Pennsylvania tracks at a point 
where tracks arc multiplied for passen- 
ger station purposes. The city lias com-

pleted practically all the work it can do 
until the Wabash railroad takes care of 
its bridge work. The Pennsylvania road 
has its bridge work completed at Har- 
rison street. 
The approaches are fin- 


ished by the city and whenever the Wa- 
bash places its bridge the balance of the 
work can be disposed of in a few days. 


In connection with, the Harrison street, 


grade separation work a transformation 
has been wrought in the appearance of 
the region at Grand and Calhoun and 
Harrison streets' that astonishes those 
who now go and behold the improvement 
in its completed state. The "hump" on 
old Grand street between Calhoun and 
Harrison has been eul. away, Harrison 
:ms been cut down and the. 
Harrison 


street subway will have almost a. level 
rade through to liakcr street at the 
other end. 
Track Elevation Brings New Stations. 


Corollary results of track elevation are 


almost as pleasing even if in analysis 
less important than the basic, project. 
The separation of grades "nas. brought to 
Fort Wayne the construction of two 
modern and handsome, pa.sseuger station^ 
lo replace two anticpmlcd. uirniiiuiodioua 
and uninviting structures that served the| 
Pennsylvania and'the Wabash iv.ilroa.ds 
in this city since tho*c lines of r:iil first 
came into Fort Wayne, way back in the 
middle of the hist century. 
I'uljlic. ex- 


pectation has been somewhat disappoint- 
ed in the failure of the Pennsylvania and 
the, Wabash railroads to join in the con- 
struction and use of a union passenger 
station, because Mich an 
arrangement 


would doubtless have resulted in a. more, 
pretentious depot than has ensued from 
the, desire of each to have its station "all 
to its ownself." However, each railroad 
lias done much in this regard and the 
Pennsylvania stations fronting 
Baker 


street, between Harrison and Webster, 
will, when completed, be. the Gncst pas- 
senger depot in Indiana, and with one' 
exception the largest. II, is modern in 
every respect. has more than ample ac- 
commodations, 
is architecturally 
im- 


pressive, and a credit to Fort Wayne. 
The Wabash station in less pretentious, 
Iml ix a handsome building, equal to what, 
is required of it. and in consideration of 
tlie fort that its completion will probab- 
ly decree (he -.axiiij,' of its lone predeces- 
sor, the city-shaming old ruin on the 
other side of Calhoun street, is worth 
its weight in gold. The new Wabash 
station inn] grounds have a frontage of 
th<; entire square on old Grand street, 
from (nllinim to Harrison. 
Pennsylvania station 
fronting 
B.ifccr 


P>oth passenger stations are rapidly 


ncarinr; completion and will' be put in 
commission early in the coming year, 
the Wabash perhaps a little sooner than 
the IVnii«ylva'iiih.

station is vast. Massive concrete retain-

In sheer mileage tlie Grice admiuistra- 


tion has put down as much pavement as 
any three administrations which preceded'

in 


the early nineties when a big mileage of 
cedar block atrocity was unloaded on the 
city before paving wisdom had fairly be- 
gun here. 
This year alone there were 


put down almost ton miles of pavement. 
Last year there were seven, in the year 


preceding five and in the first year oft 
the, present regime something like two 
miles of pavement laid. This year'iii' 
also notable for the fact that no work 
started is left uncompleted to go through^ 
the winter. Every street opened by.-'ai 
contractor is finished and back in conn 
mission.

Eight years of earnest endeavor on the 


part of the good Fort Way no women in 
charge of the sewing classes maintained 
by tlie Relief 
union lias accomplished 


comparatively little in' securing the at- 
tendance of the children of the poor— 
those who stand most in need' of in- 
struction. 


Women of long experience and marked 


skill in relieving the suffering of those 
unable to support themselves, women 
whose tact has enabled them to spread 
a mantle of genuine charity over poverty 
and distress without embarrassing pub- 
licity, have found it practically impos- 
sible to accomplish this one nim that they 
most desire, nud at the end of years 
of patient toil they are confronted with 
the same obstacles they' encountered 
when they first entered upon the work. 


Girls from families' of • the well-to:do 


and from what is ge'nerally termed the 
middle classes find actual enjoyment in 
learning, the useful lesson taught by the 
able and. patient volunteers who giv« the 
instructions without other compensation 
than knowledge that, they are extending 
a helping hand. 


As-a general-rule the scholars come 


from the homes where the-fathers are 
employed at -work .that enables them 
to provide comforts for their flocks and 
most of them are apt and'look forward 
to their meetings with the moat pleasant 
anticipations. 


Provide the .Material Free. 


Ninety-five per cent, of the girls who 


are admitted are able to provide all the 
material'they need:and'are taught plain 
sewing' without any expense to 
the 


union, and.compensation for the parents 
is derived not only in that their daugh- 


more than the outlay for the material. 


Girls whose parents are not financially 


able to give them money to buy goods, 
needles, thread and the other things they 
need are supplied'by the union and the 
manufactured articles are given to the 
students who make them. 


This giving 13 done without knowledge 


of the other members of the classes and 
every girl enters and stands upon ex- 
actly the same . footing whether she is 
employed upon aprons, dresses and the 
other dozen and one.things made in the 
school for which she .bought every inch 
of goods, or is fashioning them out of 
material supplied from the treasury of 
the orginaztion. 


To use a slang phrase, but one that is 


especially iitting in this particular in- 
stance, all the girls look alike to the 
teachers. If more attention is given to 
one.than another the ones from the poor 
families get the benefit, for they have 
fewer opportunities at home and find it 
hard to keep the pace set by those whose 
environment gives them decided advant- 
age.

- Have Gone Deeply Into the Matter. 
This perplexing problem has been at- 


tacked with all the combined skill of the 
union's efficient corps and there is still 
hope that some solution will reward the 
years.of patient trying and the task wjl! 
never be abandoned as hopeless so long 
as sewing is taught. 


Personal calls have been made,-'un- 


tiring efforts have been made, to enter- 
tain and hold the interest of the few en- 
listed, biit taken as a whole the under- 


strange freaks that enter into and form 
a part and parcel of photography tho 
plate went wrong. 


However, the three thoroughly illus- 


trate the great work that is being done. 
Just take a look at picture No. 1. Did 
you ever aeo a more attentive, industri- 
ous and thoroughly interested group of 
girls? 
At the time the picture was

Miss Mary Williard, tlie head 
of the union, exercises a general super- 
vision, but her duties lie -largely in the 
field of admitting students and assign- 
ing them to the classes. 


Have a Waiting List 


The number of students in the four 


classes is limited to seventy and there is 
always a waiting list. The limit is fixed 
at the number that can be comfortably 
taken care of at the home and would 
be twice or three times as large if there 
were more space for additional members. 


Many, of course, take up the work and 


tire of it after a short time;.others leave 
the city and some are taken 
out of 


school and put at work that prevents 
them from attending, but a membership 
is looked upon as a valuable asset and 
.the greater number of. those in posses- 
sion of it attend regularly and do the 
other things required to hold the pri- 
vilege. 


The girls make aprons, corset covers, 


kimonns and other articles that they 
can either wear themselves or present 
to the members of their families or to 
their friends. 


They start with the fundamental prin- 


ciples of plain needlework and are taken 
through it in all its phases, but orna- 
mental work is not included for the rea- 
son that the teachers see the great need 
for teaching the kind of sewing that will 
prove most valuable in after years. 


Schools Do Not Teach Them. 


Domestic science in the schools includes 


work of the same character taught at the 
union, hut pupils below the 
seventh 


grades are not permitted to take this | 
branch. This assertion is not made with 
a view of finding fault with the public 
scTiool system, because its workings arc 
'based upon the experience of teachers 
who have given years to the cause and 
whose efforts have been carried to most 
commendable fruition. 
' Girls who attend tin; lessons given at 
the Relief union enter 
the domestic 


science classes with the advantage of ex- 
cellent training and are in position to 
learn rapidly and to proceed more intelli- 
gently with tlie aid of the instructors. 


The history of the Relief union has 


Leon printed so often that it is not 
new and as a matter of fact publicity is 
not sought by the active and contributing 
members. Thirty-one years of labor has 
taught that their best' type of work is 
that done with the least ostcntuion, but 
they are proud of their sewing classes 
and they have a pood right to be.
